Sa prenie Co urt Upho lds Sui» er- 
iiiteudeut Orea r. 


MUST AMEND ITS LAWS. 


Decision In Woodmen of the World 
Case important to All F ra ­ 
ternal Societies. 


Sev eral hu ndred Sedalians are 
interested in an opinion deliv eied in 
div ision No. i of the state su preme 
cou rt y esterday in the case of the 
State ex rel Woodmen of the 
World v s. 
Edward T. Orear, su ­ 
perintendent of the insu rance de­ 
partment of Missou ri. 
It is an important decision and 
affects the right ot all fraternal in­ 
su rance companies to do bu siness 
in this state, as well as settling the 
powers of the su perintendent with 
reference to issu ing licenses to in­ 
su rance companies generally . 
The Woodmen of the World 
claimed to be a fraternal beneficiary 
association, and has been doing 
feu siness in this state for sev eral 
y ears past. 
Immediately after the enactment 
of the law gov erning fraternal ben­ 
eficiary associations, the company 
filed an application for license with 
the su perintendent. At the time the 
application was filed, the su perin­ 
tendent objected to its doing bu si­ 
ness in the state, for the reason 
that it did not conform to the re­ 
q u irements of the statu te; bu t in 
order to enable the association to 
correct and change its constitu tion 
and by -laws, issu ed a license which 
wou ld ex pire on the first Bay of 
the following Febru ary . 
Withou t making any effort to 
change its laws and ru les of order, 
the company , on the ist day of 
Febru ary , 18 9S, filed application 
for a renewal of the license. Upon 
consideration, the su perintendent 
again objected to the right of the 
company to transact bu siness in the 
state, and refu sed to grant it a 
license. 
Upon this refu sal, the as­ 
sociation immediately filed man­ 
damu s proceedings in the su preme 
cou rt to compel the su perintendent 
to admit it into the state. 
The 
opinion in the case is written by 
Ju dge L. B. Valliant, and is con­ 
cu rred in by all the members of the 
div ision. 
The opinion holds that the bu si­ 
ness intru sted to the su perintend­ 
ent of insu rance, as it affects both 
the people and the insu rance com­ 
panies, is of su ch a character that 
it wou ld be inju riou sly delay ed if 
i;he q u estions arising ou t of it were 
to be su bmitted for determination 
to tribu nals whose cou rse of pro­ 
cedu re is less su mmary ; or if the 
ju dgment of the « su perintendent 
were su bject to rev iew. Hence, in 
su ch matters his decisions are final. 
It mu st be so in the necessity of 
the case, or else the protection 
w^hich the lawmakers intended to 
giv e the people wou ld be frittered 
away in litigation. 
It is fu rther held that the q u es­ 
tion as to whether or not an insu r­ 
ance company is to be permitted 
to do bu siness in this state, and 
fails within the definition giv en it 
by the statu te, is a matter resting 
solely within the ju dgment and 
wise discretion of the su perintend­ 


ent. 
It is his du ty to issu e a li- 
m 
cense, if the company is su cii as 
meets the req u irements 
of 
the 
statu te, and i*" is his du ty to refu se 
It if it does not, and as to whether 
it has or not is a q u estion for him 
solely to decide. In this connection 
the cou rt said : 
“ The su perintendent has heard 
the ev idence and decided it. 
He 
has performed all the du ty that the 
law has req u ired of him, and for 
all the pu rposes of the contrary his 
decision is final.”

Balked in their marriage plans, 
Ben W ilhite and Miss Lula Ford, 
ot Dade county, agreed to die to­ 
gether. 
Wilhite kept his part of tiie con­ 
tract, but the girl’s 
attempt 
at 
suicide failed. 
W ilhite was 18 years old and his 
sweetheart was a year younger. 
He was heir to $10,000, which he 
would liave received at the age of 
21, 
His 
home was 
at 
Walnut 
Grove. 
The girl lived at Sharon. 
The tragedy occurred on the pub­ 
lic highway, six miles northwest of 
W alnut Grove. 
Everything was 
prearranged, and the girl is alive 
today only because 
the 
revolver 
which had just killed 
her lover 
failed to explode when she turned 
it toward herself. 
She swooned and was found by 
farmers 
unconscious 
beside 
the 
dead body of the boy she loved. 
The annals of tliat part of the 
state contain no case of desperate, 
aii-devouring love that approaches 
this, 
W ilhite and Miss Ford had been 
boy and girl sweethearts when they 
both attended the district school 
near W alnut Grove. 
The attach­ 
ment between them then was not 
regarded as anything more serious 
than the love of a boy and a girl, 
easily gained and as easily forgot­ 
ten. 
But when they left school, their 
love was not forgotten. 
Both re­ 
mained true, and it became gen­ 
erally known that they were en­ 
gaged. 
They had the sympathy of 
al) their friends, but relatives who 
could not be convinced that love 
between two so young could be se­ 
rious, barred the way to marriage, 
the climax of their young dream. 
Affairs came to a crisis Monday. 
W ilhite called on Miss Ford, at 
the home of a friend in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Their meeting had been 
prearranged. 
In order that they 
might confer withaut interruption 
he proposed a drive. 
During the drive they discussed 
the 
situation 
thoroughly. 
They 
could devise no way of realizing 
their hope of marriage. 
‘ T f we cannot marry, let us die 
together,” said W ilhite finally. 
The girl whose whole life was 
bound up with his readily assented. 
They first agreed that they would 
drive to the Sac river and drown 
themselves, but Wilhite thought of 
a quicker death. 
He had a revol­ 
ver and proposed that each com­ 
mit suicide. 
The girl again assented. 
‘ Tt will be easier and quicker,” 
he said. 
They drove on to a lonely part 
of the road six miles northeast of 
W alnut Grove. 
He^e they left the 
buggy and went to the side of the 
road. 
He embraced her and kissed 
her for the last time, and while her 
arms 
were still about his neck, 
raised the pistol and sent a bullet 
through his heart. 
Miss Ford picked up the pistol, 
which had fallen beside him, and 
turned it 
toward 
herself. 
She 
pulled the trigger, but the cart­ 
ridge 
failed 
to explode. 
Fortu­ 
nately, her excitement 
overcame 
her before she could try again, and 
she fell in a faint beside the body 
of her lover. 
She did not recover 
consciousness until picked up by 
passing farmers. She declares that 
she fully intended to kill herself, 
but that the cartridge failed to ex­ 
plode. 
She is prostrated 
and is 
being closely watched to prevent 
another attempt.
